It was submitted in the form of a series of

Wuereas, By a decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States the title to that portion of

&treet and Twelfth street has been declared vested 
in the State of Illinois; and 

Wuereas, Said decision further declares that 
the portion of said Lake-Front between the river

Sixteenth street now filled in and‘ occupied by 
the Ilfinois Central railroad company is also the 
property of the State of Lilinois, provided such 
filing was done in navigable waters; and 
Wuereas, It is believed that the submerged 
Jands so filled’ were in navigable waters, and 
therefore the Illinois Central railroad company 
is in wrongful possession of said lands; and 
Wreregas, The lands so wrongfully held by said 
railroad company are worth the citizens of 
Chicago, as citizens.of the State of Illinois, in

and their possession by the public is necessary to

i Herman H. Kohlsaat buttoned his coat 


-@round $350,000 in cash yesterday after- 


noon, the price of his property at the south- ‘ 


west corner of Dearborn and Van Buren 
streets. He madea clear profit of $140,000 
after holding the property thirteen months. 
- Mr. Kuhisaat sold to the estate of Simon 
Reid. The property consiste of a plat of 
ground fronting seventy-five feet on Dearborn 
street and running back sixty-seven and a 
half feet to Custom-House place. On it is an 
old three-story brick building. ‘This building 


’ ‘was erected soon after. the fire and was origi- 


nally known as ‘* Reed’s Temple of Music.” 
Mr. Kohisaat’s interest in the -corner 
dates back to 1889, although he has only 
owned it in fee simple since Febriary, 
1893. In May, 1889, the property was leased

LOW RATE OF A REAL ESTATE LOAN. 


Sum Placed on a Dearborn Street Prap- 
erty at 4% Per Cent. 


The transfer of the old Shniedewend & 
Lee property on Dearborn street almost. op- 
posite the holding sold by Mr. Kohlsaat has 
gone to the records and with it a trust deed 
securing an interesting loan. The transfer is 
not of special significance, as it runs from 
one member of a family to another. It 
runs from Mrs. Schuneman to William D. 
Stein at a consideration of $215,000. 
The property is 50x68 feet, with the seven- 
story brick: building known as Nos. 308 and 
305 Dearborn street. The trust deed secures 
a loan of $75,000, running forfive years at 
the low interest-rate of 44¢ per cent. Such 
an interest rate has been secured in a: few in- 
stances where special funds of trust institu- 
tions were placed, but is almost unprecedent- 
ed in regular brokerage transac- 
tions where the regular comnission 
only is paid.- The loan was made 
through Edgar M. Snow & Co. and was taken 
by Eastern parties. There were no unusual 
conditions exacted in the application for the 
loan and there is more of the fund available. 
For this reason the appearance of the trust 
deed is fairly significant of a tendency toward 
a lower range in interest rates. The security 
of course was considered beyond question, 
the land having been apptaised at $175,000, 
or about $50 a foot, and the building at $40,-

MARCH INTO INDIANA. 


RANDALL’S OOMMONWEALERS’ SEO- 
OND STOP IS HAMMOND. 


Arrangements Made Secure fcr the Men 
Lodging in a School-House, While Sup- 
plies Are Brought in Freely, and the 
Men Settle Down to a Contented Night 
After the Usual Speech—Inspected by 
Health Officers, but Not Vaccinated for 
Lack of Material=To Aid Polish Army. 


With inereased numbers and good disci- 
pline Chicago’s commonweal army tramped 
merrily yesterday from Grand Crossing to 
Hammond, Ind. It shook the dustof Illinois 
from its feet at 3 o’clock ¢rossed the 
boundary line into the Hoosier Common- 
wealth. The authorities of that State did not 
see fit to impede the progress of the march- 
ers, and this fact was duly celebrated. As 
soon as the last man was over the line the 
army halted and three cheers were given. 
Half an hour later the army went into camp 
in an abandoned schoolhouse. It camped 
there. too, by grace of municipal good will, 
for. Jacob Schioer, President of the Ham- 
mond City Council, formally and officially ex- 
tended the freedom of the city. Commander 
Randall expects to start this morning for Ho- 
bart, sixteen miles from Hammond. , 

The march between the camping place of 
the morning and last night measured twelve 
miles. A part of the route ran through 
meadow lands and along waterways. Fresh 
air, the strange warbling of song birds, and 
the tinkling of Hegewisch cow-bells made the 
hearts of the commonwealers glad. Their 
pathway was even lined with flowers. for the 
anemones were peeping through the grass. 

Hammond_ has not yet recovered from the 
effects of the Republican victory of Tuesday 
—the first ina quarter of acentury. Both 
sides af the town were celebrating, and so it 
happened that the people were not aware of 
the approach of. the commonweal until the 
notes of the bugle sounded up the road: Then 
Mr. Schloer, accompanied by Henry Huehn 
and adetachment of the Hammond police 
force, marched out to meet the army. They 
guessed who the commander was at once and 
the gates of the city werethrown open. Pres- 
ident Schioer even apologized for the fact 
that the time of the army’s arrival was not 
known, otherwise a fitting recepfion would 
have been/given. 


Supplies Come in Freely. 

Within thirty minutes after it was known 
that the army was in town sympathizers with 
the movement began rushing supplies to the 
schoolhouse, These donations included tripe, 
bread, sausage, onions, veal, cheese, and cof- 
fee, so that the wealers were soon in good 
spirits, and soon a number of new recruits 
were enrolled. The army entered Hammond 
512 strong. A few desertions were reported. 
The men, it was thought, having taken trains 
to the camping place, but the loss was more 
than made up by enrollments, 

The schoolhouse presented a sorry appear- 
ance when the army) struck it. It is a two- 


story frame structure and had been moved. 


part of the way across the town. The win- 
dows were all out and the floors covered three 
inches deep with plaster. Supports had been 
removed from the second floor and it was 
feared that it might fall through. It did not 
take long to clean up the place, for shovels 
were furnished by the city and the common- 
wealers carry their own brooms.

The army began its march exactly on time 
yesterday morning—10 o’clock, Ths men 
had a breakfast of dried beef, bread, and 
coffee, and were in good spirits.

Then he read general order No. 2, the features 
of which were that the medical director was 
given authority to eject men from the army 
who wete suffering from ebjectionable ail- 
ments.

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Once each year a committee from the 
Brewers’ Union meets a committeefrom the 
brewery owners and presents the demands of 
the workmen for the next year. This includes 
wages, hours of labor, amount of beer al- 
lowed each workman, and other details. 
These meetings are held about the first of May 
in each year. Monday afternoon the com- 
mittee from the Brewers’ Union met the com- 
mittee from the syndicates in the latter’s 
offices, No. 50 Dearborn street. The list of 
the demands Was made, which were practi- 
cally the same as last year. 

Manager Nachen of the Schoenhofen brew- 

: dent John A. Orb of the Seipp 
‘sented the . English syndicates. 
They agreed to all the demands on one 
condition. Nachen said the price of beer, 
$5 a barrel, was so low that’ it was 
impossible to continue the old scale. If the 
union would recognize the syndicate as a 
union and would brand breweries outside the 
pool as non-union breweries the demands would 
be met. Nachen mentioned as one of the brew- 
eries to. be'declared a scab the Manhattan, 
and that. unless it could be brought to terms 
and the price of beer raised to $6 a barrel the 
demands of the union could not -be met. 

A meeting of the union was ‘called for last 
night to take action ‘on the matter. It 
was held at Rochester Hall, Twelfth and Des. 
plaines streets, and 200 members were there 
to hear the committee’s report. When the 
demand of the pool wasxmade known several 
violent speeches were made denouncing the 
scheme as the ost astounding ever made to 
union men. The Manhattan had always paid 
the union scale of wages and had abided by 
the union rules in every way. The speakers 
said the only safety to union men lay in 
independent breweries. (nce the pool se- 
cured absolute control of all the breweries 
in Chicago they could dictate the wages and 
the rules under which all union men should 
work, and the officers could, if they saw fit, 
refuse to recugnize the union at all or employ 
non-union labor along with union men. If the 
price of beer was put up to $6.a barrel it 
would mean an added cost to workingmen 
also. There was no precedent for unions to 
begin a fight against employers who recog- 
nized union workmen and paid the union 
scale. One speaker said if the demands of 
the pool were acceded to 1t would result in the 
formation of a new brewers’, union and the 
branding of all the old union men as non- 
union, : 

When a vote on the proposition was taken 
it was almost unanimously against its accept- 
ance. A committee was: appointed to call on 
the individual brewers in case the breweries 
in the syndicate refused to sign the new agree- 
ment, and to secure as many signatures to the 
new scale as possible. In the event the offi- 
cers of the pool adhere to their determination 
not to sign the scale it may result in a strike 
of union men. 

For the last six months the warfare between 
the syndicate and the Manhattan has been 
waged unceasingly. Efforts have been made 


to purchase it and also to force it into the | 


pool to raise the price of beer to $6 a barrel. 
The annual consumption of beer in Chicago 
reaches nearly 3,000.000 barrels, and the dif- 
ference to the «trust will not be less than 
$1,500,000 for the year. phe

, BROOKSHIRE’S CURRENCY BILL. 


He Desires to Make Sweeping Changes in 
the Present Financial System. 


Wasnineton, D. C.. May 2.—Cengressman 
Brookshire of Indiana introduced in the 
House today a bill providing for comprehen- 
sive changes in our present financial system. 
The till provides that no greenbacks shall be 
issued of a smaller denomination than $10; 
that not over one-fourth in value of the 
amount of the circulation issued to national

banks shall be of a less denomination than ' 


$10; that coin certificates shall be issued in 
lieu of silver certificates, gold certificates, 


| and Treasury notes issued under act of July, 


1890. The bill provides for the issue of coin 
certificates on all the gold and silver coin and 
gold bullion in the Treasury in excess of 
$100,000,000 in gold coin, which is held as 
a reserve for the redemption of the green- 


backs. 

The bill also provides for the issue of coin 
certificates on ali of the silver seigniorage 
bullion not exceeding $1 for 3714 grains of 
pure silver, and that it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay out these 
coin certificates in discharge of all of the 
obligations of the United States except such 
as are made expressly payable in coin. More- 
over the bill provides; ‘‘ That the owner of 
gold and silver coin may deposit the same 
with the Treasurer or any Subtreasurer of the 
United States in the sum of $10 or any mul- 
tiple thereof and receive coin certificates in

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


Interesting Keport Is Sabmitted by Com- 
missione?

In the course of its report to the House on 
the bill the Indian Affairs committee sub-

the warehouse in New York be abandoned 
and that onejin its place be established in 
Chicago, This recommendation was accom- 
panied by a report showing that the proposed 
change would result almost certainly in a 
saving to the government of at least $10,000 
annually, perhaps much more. At first there 
was but one warehouse, and that in New York, 
where bids were opened and contracts made, 
and from which large quantitieswere shipped. 
There was no warehouse in the West, goods 
delivered at points west of New York bemg 
inspected and shipped from depots of various 
Cities by an inspector appointed for the pur- 
pose, — 

Western Deliveries Increasing. 

‘In recent years, however, goods delivered 
in Chicago and other points West have been 
steadily increasing until the number of pack- 
ages and their weight considerably exceed the 
number and weight of those delivered in New 
York, and it is no longer possible to inspect 
and ship them “agg org from the depots as 
formerly. At first desk room was obtained 
in a mercantile house in Chicago for the In- 
spector during the shipping, season. and he 
was given some assistance. Then-a small 
room was hired; then it was found necessary 
to get enlarged spare and more help to meet 
the increasing demands, so that at present 
two warehouses are in operation, one in 
New York during the entire year, and 
one in Chicago eight months out 
of twelve. ‘The cost of these warehouses 
for the present fiscal year, based upon actual 
expenditures up to date and on careful . ésti- 
mates for the balance of the year, will ap- 
proximate as follows: _New York warehouse, 
twelve months, $25,100; Chicago warehouse, 
eight months, $8,876; total, $34,976. The 
rent of the New York warehouse alone is 
$7,600. Recent inquiries in Chicago de- 
veloped the fact that & warehouse much better 
adapted for the purpose than the one in New 
York, with more room and light, steam heat, 
and power elevator, can be obtained and is 
now at the disposal of this office for $4,500 
per annum. I believe, therefore, that after 
making a liberal allowance for all ex- 
penses the entire cost of a warehouse in Chi- 
cago would fall within $24,000, effecting a 
saving of at least $10,000. 


Bidders Favor Chicago, 


‘* As to the comparative'prices between New 
York and Chicago on certain classes of goods, 
it is more difficult to form an opinion. Iam 
led to believe, however, upon inquiry and 
from representations made to me, that prices 
would be about as low in Chicago as in New 
York upon almost everything. There can be 
no doubt about this in a large number of 
cases, because many articles have been and 
are now delivered in Chicago fully as cheap 
asin New York, and often cheaper. , Such 
articles as agricultural implements, wagons 
and wagon fixtures, glass, oils, tinware, stoves, 
hardware of all kinds, are almost invariably 
offered by bidders delivered in Chicago in 
preference to other cities and at cheaper 
prices, although they have the option of de- 
livermg in New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, St. Louis, Chicago, St: Paul, Sioux City, 
Omaha, or Kansas City. The goods 
about which there might 
tics are such things as sugar, 
coffee, rice, clothing, dry goods, boots and 
shoes, hats and caps, etc., which, with some 
few exceptions, have heretofore been deliv- 
ered in New York. But in regard to even 
these recent experience has led me to think 
there will’ be little if any difference between 
New York and Chicago. Whatever différence 
there might be will be more than offset by the 
difference in the cost of transportation, which, 
on an average. is about 30 cents per 100 
cheaper from Uhicago to the various agencies 
than from New York. As about 6,000,000 
pounds of freight are annually shipped4tom 
New York, the saving in the cost of trans- 
portation would approximate $18,000.

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JUSTICE H. B. BRAYTON IS DEAD. 


He Lived in Chirago More than Thirty 
Years—Other Deatha. 

Justice Hardin B. Brayton, who has lived 

in Chicago for more than thirty years, died 


yesterday morning, The malady which re- 
sulted in death was organic heart disease. 
Overwork and too close confinement in an 
office where the sanitary conditions were poor 
are. supposed by friends to have hastened 
his death, The funeral will be held at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning from the Memo- 
tial Baptist Church, Oakwood boulevard, near 
Cottage Grove avenue..

: Justice Brayton was born in Howard, Steuben 
County, N, Y., sixty-five years ago. He was edu- 
cated in Marion Academy, Wayne County. and 
graduated at the age of 20, Five years later he 
came West with his parents, who settled on a 
farm in the vicinity of Blue Island. In 1854 he 
married Miss Mary J, Aiken of Scipio, N. Y., who 
died in 1889, 

During his fifteen years’ service as Justice of 
the Peace Mr. Brayton became one of the best 
known and esteemed men in the profession. In 
1861 he came to Chicago and entered the com- 
mission business, after which he became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Farson & Brayton, manufact- 
urers of sash, doors, and biinds, with an office on 
Randolph street. then was engaged for a 
number of yearsin the harness business at No. 
181. Madison street. In 1871 he was elected to 
the Twenty-seventh (ieneral Assembly of Illinois, 
@erving two terms in the lower branch of the 
State Legislature. In 1877 he was made Clerk 
of the County Court ander J ae Mason B. 
Loomis, in which capacity he served uatil 1879, 
when he was chosen as Justice of the Peace, 
holding office it that capacity until the time of 
his death.

THE WHINING DEMOCRATS, 

The Democratic papers allege that the suit 
begun at Danville fast Saturday to test the 
Senatorial. apportionment is a ‘collusive’ 
one. Collusion means “an agreement be- 
tween two or more persons to“defraud a 
person of his rights by the forms of law or to 
obtain an object forbidden by law.” It is 
certain that the Republican nominee for 
the Lower House from Vermilion County 
and the lerk of that county are 
not trying to deprive ‘any pérson of his 
rights. They are seeking to test the constito- 
tionality of an act of the Legislature. That 
is not “‘an object forbidden by Jaw.” 

The suit is not a collusive one, but itisa 
made-up one. Suits of this kind are not 
fraudulent, are of frequent occurence, and 
are often necessary. If the Democrats wish 
to imitate the example of the Republicans and 
begin a suit on their own account in some 
Democratic county the courts are open to 
them and the Republicans will find no fault 
with them. If there isanything “fraudulent” 
in the Danville case nothing stands in the way 
of the Democrats starting a suit elsewhere, 
free from fraud—if they can do anything 
without injecting fraud into it. 

The wailing Democrats say that a | snap 
judgment has been taken on them, and that it 
is impossible for them now to introduge be- 
fore Judge Bookwalter their revolutionary, 
anarchical defense, that the Constitution doés 
not bind the Legislature when making an ap- 
portionment, and that the Supreme Court has 
no jurisdiction, though the Constitution may 
be vivlated.

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EUROPEAN BIMETALLISM. 

An international bimetallic conference yes- 
terday began its sessions in London, The 
membership includes several who took part 
in the Brussels conference of 1892-'93 and 
other distinguished men. The object of the 
league under whose auspices the meeting was 
heid is to urg? upon the British Government 
the necessity of codperating with other lead- 
ing nations by international agreement for 
the free coinage of gold and silver at a fixed 
ratio. Its aim is to secure the opening of the 
mints of those leading nations to the untfe- 
stricted coinage of gold and silver at such 
ratio as may be mutually agreed upon, and 
the league states that ‘‘ there is every encour- 
agement to press the matter.’’ 

The papers read yesterday gave consider- 
able prominence to the “ fall in the general 
level-of prices,’’ which with many is the lead. 
ing argumentin favor of free coinage, but

the practicability of maintaining +a ratio be- 


tween gold and silver by or under an interna. 


tional agreement. It seemed to be taken for 
granted that this maintenance would be prac- 
ticable, and that Great Britain is the qne

that the United States, France, and the other 
members of the Latin Unaio#, with some 
others named, are willing to coedéperate there- 
for.

CONGRESS SHOULD MEET EARLIER. 

Representative Crain of Texas has reéintro- 
duced the bill submitted by him at the last 
séssion of Congress changing the time for the 
meeting of a new Congress from the first 
Tuesday.in December to the first Tyesday 
after the 4th of March of the same year. If 
this change were made the men whom the 
people had elected in November would take 
their seats in five months and would not wait 
for thirteen as they dd. now. The bill pro- 
vides that the old Congress shall hold but one 
session after the November election, and that 
simply for the purpose of counting the Elec- 
toral vote. Mr. Crain does not deem it prop- 
er that laws should be passed by a Congress 
which may have been repudiated by te peo- 
ple. 

This bill or something like ‘it ought to pass. 
It is an absurdity, unknown elsewhere, for a 
new Congress, supposed to represent the latest 
wishes of the people, not to meet for more 
than a year after its election, while an old and 
perhaps a repudiated one goes on making 
laws. The Firat and Second Congresses did 
meet early in the year, but for a number cf 
causes that good precedent was disregarded 
and the present late day of meeting adopted. 
A new House of Representatives will be elected 
this fall. The Republicans will have a majority 
therein. But that House will not meet urtil 
December of 1895, and not until then will 
the Republican majority be able to do any- 
thing towards carryimg out ‘the wishes of the 
people who elected them. 

Happily whether this bill passes or not the 
Fifty-fifth Congress, whose Housé.members 
will be chosen in November, 1896, will meet 
in the spring of 1897, for the Republican 
President who will be elected in 4896 will 
lose no time in calling Congress together so 
that it may carry out the will of the peuple 
by repealing the Wilson bill. That Repub- 
lican President will not be as slow to neve as 
was Mr. Cleveland, The latter could haye 
called his Democratic Congress together in 
March of last year to carry out at once the man- 
date of 1892, but he failed todoso, The Repub- 
lican President will see to it that the mar date 
of 1896 is carried out without delay and the 
prosperity the country sighs for secured for it 
by the restoration of efficient protection. 
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In his latest dnnual review of the trade 
and commerce of Chicago, Secretary Stone of 
our Board of: Trade says it was not his pur- 
pose to discuss ut length the causes of the 
financial stringency and business depression 
of last year. But he says they were the re- 
sults of a distrust which existed for many 
years, occasioned principally by the national 
policy in relation to the use of silver as 
money. This distrust was more pronounced 
in Europe than here, causing at periods of 
financial stress blocks of American securities 
to be sent to the United States for redemption 
and sale, materially depleting our gold re- 
serve, and thus increasing the forebodings of 
our financiers and merchants. This is an ac- 
curate description of the business troubles in 
the first half of last year, but it does not take 
into account the subsequent strain due to 
Democratic attempts to tinker the tariff in 
the direction of free trade. Secretary Stone 
expresses the belief that confidence will be 
restored and. manufacturing revived, but he 
does not say when. He holds that “ there 
will not be excessive gold exports, and the 
currency of the country will be established 
on a stable foundation.”’

POLICE OFFICER IS IN DISGRACE. . 


He Throws a Plate at His Wifé and Nearly 
Kills His Child, 

A ease of unparalleled brutality of a police- 
man was reported to Assistant Chief Kipley 
yesterday. The report said that Officer 
James Meeney of the Matteson Street 
Station while in a drunken frenzy 
hurled a dinner plate at his wife, missing her 
and striking an 18-months-old child, breaking 
its nose in two places and gashing its face so 
that it will probably be disfigured for life. 
Officer Meeney was detailed to protect 
workmen while they were tearing up the Lake 
Shore tracks at Sixty-third street Sunday. 
He did not return to his home, No. 4412 
Wood street, that day or. night and not 
until.

SIX HUNDRED PENSIONERS SAID TO 
BE DRAWING OASH BY FRAUD. 
: 


Special Examiners Claim to Have Un- 
earthed 2,000 Applications Based Upon 
Faked Affidavite<Attorney Jesse C, 
Hanser Appears to Know Something 
About a Gigantic Scheme Operated 
from New York=—Vigorous Prosecution 
Under Way=Other Gotham News. 


New York, May 2.—(Special.]—Six special 


pension examiners are in this city investi- 
gating what they believe to be one of the 


greatest schemes for pluntier that have been . 


unearthed in the Pension Department for 
imany years. Testimony) on three charges 
was presented to the United States grand 
jury in this city last Monday, and it is be- 
lieved indictments were found, but 
have not yet veen formally . pre- 
sented in court. Seven indictments, 
however, have been found by the United 
States grand jury in Trenton, N. J., against 
the alleged principal im the so-called scheme 
for fraud, and he has been|placed under bonds 
aggregating $10,500, These ten cases—three 
in this city and seven in Trenton—cut but an 
insignificant figure in the general scheme 
which is now under inspection. The special 
examiners believe when the entire plot has been 
revealed it will show that fraudulent applica- 
tions for pensions have been made in at least 
2,000 cases. It is said now 600 persons are 
drawing pensions at the | Pension Agency in 
this city on the claims put through the de- 
partment. by those who organized the alleged 
scheme for fraud. The pension examiners 
believe that nearly all of these GOO pensions 
were allowed upon fraudulent applications. 
The ten cases which havé been presented to 
the United States grand jury in this State 
and New Jersey have been acted upon at this 
time as a measure of precaution. They are 
among the first put through the department 
by the persons who are suspected of havin 
organized the scheme. These cases were fil 
almost three years ago, and action had to be 
taken upon them because po criminal prose- 
cution can be sustained after the expiration 
of three vears. A letter reached Com- 
missioner Lochren in Washmgton trom 
a nan in Hoboken. N. J., in which it was sug- 
gested that the operations of Pension Attor- 
ney Jesse C. Hansee would) bear investigation. 
A special examiner reportad that he believed 
a conspiracy for exteasive frauds had been 
organized, and that those who, formed it had 
been at Work for three years. Then all the 
cases in which Hans¢e had figured 
as attorney during the last three years 
were overhauled. in. them the curious 
discovery was made that'a few persons had 
figured as identifying witnesses in all the 
cases, and that the same persons appeared as 
witnesses in Hoboken, N.J., and Ellenville, 
N. ¥Y. Then it was found that Hensee figured 
as‘a pension claim attorney in Hoboken and 
Ellenville, and that in many cases claimants 
who lived in or near Hoboken had apparently 
journeyed all the way to Ellenville to present 
their claims to the attorney, and that 
the « identifying witness had made a 
similar journey for the purpose of 
puttmg his name to the affidavit. 
These surprising revelations startled the offi- 
cials in the Pension Bureau. They took vig- 
orous measures atonce and gent five more 
special pension examiners to this city. and 
from this point they are pushing the work of 
investi,ation. Many notices to pensioners 
have been sent out informing them that if 
they do not make legal proof of 
thei* claims within thirty days they 
will be dropped from. the pension rolls.

BALLOTS OUT OF SIGHT. 


Every Possible Obstruction to Prevent Effi- 
cient Action by the Special Grand Jury= 
Significant Attitude of State’s-Attorney 
Kern, Who May Himself Become a Sub- 
ject for Investigation=The Special Jary 
to Be Summoned Monday=—Judge Chet- 
lein to Deliver the Charge. 

One obstacle after another is being placed 


in. the way of the special grand jury that is to 
investigate the ballot frauds next week by 


those interested in defeating the ends of jus- | 
tice. Although the order for the special ve- 
been made and will not issue 


nire has not 
until Saturday a conspiracy is now forming 
to rob the jury of such evidence as it is be- 
lieved it might be able to obtain. The con- 
spirators are men of ability and power and if 
there is any way to prevent tangible evidence 
getting into the hands of the jury they pro- 
pose to prevent it. It cannot be denied that 
they are in a position todo much toward ac- 
complishing their purpose. 

Taking the line of procedure followed by 
the present grand jury as a precedent it is as- 
sumed that the special grand jury will take 
the same tack, and there isa grand rush to 
get those witnesses supposed to be in posses- 
sion of valuable information under cover. 

The fight for the ballots promises to be a 
long and a bitter ong, and it will only be suc- 
cessful after the Supreme Court has passed 
upon the question unless special counsel is 
employed to make the fight for the ballots for 
the jury.’ If State’s-Attorney Kern’s attitude 
toward the present grand jury goes for any- 
thing it was the plain showing of his 
That he would ever beable to land the ballots 
before the jury is regarded by most people as 
too ridiculovs to even contemplate. 


State’s-Attorney Kern in the Way. 


Many of those interested in purifying the 
ballot say the thing todo is to first get Mr. 
Kern out of the way, and if he is guilty of 
what common report says he has done, any 
grand jury made up of reputable citizens 
might make him a subject for investigation. 
Such a state of affairs would leave the vourt 
no alternative but to appointa special State’s- 
Attorney. Mr. Kern himself, it is said, is 
much annoyed over the report. The story 
may have had something todo with the 
apparent effort his assistants made to repre- 
sent the State in the contempt proceed- 
ings §8=6. against the Election Commis- 
sioners. Now the story is given out 
at the City Hall that Kern is playing false to 
his Own varty, and is playing into the hands 
of the Republican organization. This is re- 
garded simply asa cold bluff, . It is one part 
of the conspiracy. Mr: Kern makes his re- 


port every day to "he Oe palsies no one | 


knows so weil as he the me@ning of the 
ballots in the hands of the grand jury. 

So desperate is the attempt that is being 
made to withhold the ballots that the public 
is becoming thoroughly convinced that the 
story they will tell will reveal frauds more 
outrageous, startling, and extensive than was 
ever thought of. 

Several conferences were held by those who 
belong to the City Hall coterie WP taper py 
Every influence that can be u 
brought to drag into the conspiracy men 
whose standing in the community will bring 
influence. Men who are seeking nominations 
at the hands of the coming county, State, or 
Congressional conventions will be forced by 
the City Hall people to toe the mark. 

Owing to the regular grist of jail cases 
which yet remain undis of by the April 
grand jury Judge Chetlain yesterday decided 
to allow the jury to contimue its work until 
Saturday noon, when it would have been 
ordinarily discharged. He announced that 
the special jury to try the election cases would 
be sworn in Monday. 

Yesterday morning Judge Chetlain learned 
that the grand jury had a call out for the day 
which would keep it busy until late in theaft- 
ernoon. Also that there were a large number 
of jail cases which should be heard imme- 
diately. Besides this, true bills had been 
found in a large number of cases in which in- 
dictinents had not been made 6ut and signed 
by the State’s-Attorney. All this business 
could not be disposed of yesterday. The court 
decided, therefore, not to discharge the pres- 
ent grand j jury. ‘1 do not desire to interfere 


1 with the proper dispatch of public business,” 


said Judge Chetlain. ‘The’ present grand 
jury has busingss enough to keep it busy the 
balance of the week and the nature of its busi- 
ness is in such shape that it would be im- 
pomp for it to adjourn finally today. 

ll call the special grand .jury to meet 
next Monday. t can begin its work at 
once.’ The court wil) enter an order Satur- 
day immediately after the present grand jury 
adjourns directing Sheriff Gilbert to summon 
a special grand jury for service. Judge Chet- 
lain desires a jury composed of intelligent, 
upright business-men who will give the mat- 
ters submitted to them careful attention and 
the Sheriff will be instructed to summon such . 
a jury. 

Judge Chetlain to Charge the Jury. 


When the jury assembles Monday morning 
at the Criminal Court Judge Chetlain will de- 
liver a ,charge explaining the lawas to the 
manner of ephcoreris and -clearly defining the 
duties of the member of the jury as well as 
the foremap. Itis probable he will also in- 
struct the jury as toits legal relations with 
the State’s-Attorney and his assistants. The 
jury will be especially char ager in reference to 
the reported election frau and directed to 
impartially and without fear or favor conduct 
an investigation that will lead to the indict- 
mentof those who have violated the law re- 
momen of their political affiliations. Deputy.

There is little doubt that any grand jury 
that undertakes an investigation of the elec. 
tion frauds will see the force and necessity of 
having the ballots, and this means that the de- 
mand will again be made on the Election 
Commissioners to produce them. ‘This of 
course means a renewal of the fight, and 
while it may not take exactly the same course 
as in the proceedings just dismissed, the issue 
will be met.

LIONS FO3 THE FINE ARTS INSTITUTE 


Are of Bronze and the Largest Ever Mod- 
eled in a Standing Posture. 

The two bronze lions erected on the pedes- 
tals in front of the Fine Arts Ipstitute Mon- 
day ana Tuesday are swathed. in canvas and 
the publie will not be aliowed to see them un- 
til May 10, when the annual exhibit of the 
Artists’ Sketch club opens. 

These lions are the gift of Mrs. Henry 
Field, who promised them before her hus- 
band’s death, and who, since his death, has 
bestowed upon the institute his $300,000 
collection of modern French paintings. The 
artist is Edward Kemeys. who modeled the 
wild animals on the pedestals of the Exposi- 
tion.
